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Speaker 


VERSHA SHARMA is the Editor-in-Chief of Teen Vogue, where she is focused on covering social justice, 
culture, fashion and politics through the lens of young people. Previously, she was Managing Editor and 
Senior Correspondent at NowThis, where she interviewed high-profile newsmakers like President Barack 
Obama, Joe Biden, Hillary Clinton, Oprah, Amanda Gorman, and many more. Versha led audience growth 
on new platforms from Instagram and Facebook to YouTube and Snapchat, working at the social video-first 
company since 2014. She has produced several short documentaries and filed dispatches on immigration 
from the U.S.-Mexico border, reported from mass protests in St. Louis and New York, and traveled to 
Moscow, Russia for the show she hosted and produced, The Russia Desk. Versha won an Edward R. Murrow 
award with the NowThis Reports team for a short doc about the aftermath of Hurricane Maria in Puerto 
Rico.

Academic ress 


Principal features of academic dress are the gown, the cap, and the hood. Early, it became necessary for 
‘universities to set rules and standards to preserve the dignity and meaning of the academic attire. In 1895, the 
American Intercollegiate Commission adopted a uniform academic costume code, which is reflected in most of 
the regalia worn today. Meanwhile, European universities maintained their right to variety. The vivid diversity 
of regalia for European degree holders brings to the American commencement such visual pleasures as sable 
berets, cardinal robes, and other distinctive garb. 

THE ROBE OR GOWN: Originally worn as protection against the cold of unheated buildings, the gowns 
used in American academic ceremonies today vary according to the highest degree awarded to the wearer. 
Bachelor’s gowns have pointed sleeves, and are worn closed. Master’s gowns have oblong sleeves, open at the 
wrist, with the base hanging down, and rear part of the oblong cut square while the front arc cuts away. These 
robes have fasteners so they can be worn open or closed. The doctoral gown is a more elaborate costume faced 
down the front with velvet and across the sleeves with three bars of the same; these facings and crossbars may 
be of velvet of the color distinctive to the field of study to which the degree pertains. The doctoral gown has 
bell-shaped sleeves and may be worn open or closed. All three gowns are often black, but many colleges and 
universities use school colors for their academic regalia, especially doctoral robes. 

THE CAP: The mortarboard cap is standard, although soft square-topped caps and tams are also utilized. 
A long tassel is fastened to the middle point of the top of the cap. The tassel should be black or the color 
appropriate to the academic discipline, with the exception of the doctor’s cap that may have a gold tassel. 

THE HOOD: The hoods are lined in silk with the official color or colors of the institution which granted 
the highest degree held by the wearer; more than one color is shown by division of the field color in a variety 
of ways, such as by chevron or chevrons. The binding or edging of the hood is in velvet, with widths of two 
inches, three inches, and five inches for the bachelor’s, master’s, and doctoral degrees respectively; the color of 


the border indicates the field of study to which the degree pertains.
